Ventilation is necessary for several 


reasons. First, fresh air is essential to 
'comlbustion of .food in the body as it 
Is to the cotnbustlon of (fuel in a fiur- 
"nac'e; second, poor ventilation results 
in enormous' increase of bacteria in 
'sVaible '<iir; 
third,- .high te,m]peratuie 


a«d humid -atmosphere accompanying 
•msu'flicie'nt vejUilation are conducive 
to disease in animals.

'consists Of two sets of -flues, one pro- 
Viding for in-takc o-f fresh air, the oth- 
er for escape of foul air. The intake 
ilues 'should "be small, 
eh ah 
having- 


fifty square inches of cross section 
surface and should be numerous to 
provkle for even distribution of fresh 
air, also he .placed a-bout ten to tweive 
Heet aipart and' located in the exterior 
walls of the stable. The lower end 
of the flue should ojpen to outside nlr 
near level of the stable floor, and the 
UPlpor end should open to inside 
of 


stable near ceiling. This inside open- 
Ing is fitted with a. shutter or register 
lo -control inflo-w of air. Flues may 
he constrmitcfl of galrnnined it-on or 
of two thicknesses of lumber, with tar 
felt ipaper between. 


Foul air flues shouikl1 have the lo-wor 


opening one foot [mm the stable floor, 
.should be twenty-five feet high and 
have the upper opening not "le.ss than 
Iwo or three, feet aibove .the ridge o'f 
the "roof.

The Pipe System. 


•For those who only wish to raise a 


few hundred chicks the indoor in-d'ivid 
•unl brooder is excellent, -but where 
large numbers are to be raised-the hot 
'water ipl:pe system is the most econo- 
mical. This arrangement1 comelsts or 
'pipes carried under low iboardi brood- 
era running the leng-lh of the house, 
•through which hot \va'ter circulates, 
being heated iti a small -boiler set in a 
•pit at one end of the building. Tihe 
tost of installing- such a system is not 
great, and. the fuel consumed is sur- 
prisingly small. 
1 In using aJiy o-f the different styles 
of indoor brooders it is necessary to 
•keep the nir in the room or -brooder 
•house fresh and pure by some simple 
system of ventilation which will aiyoid 
drafts.
